ADDRESSES CLUB WOMEN 

"The Constitution of the United 
States offers a very hopeful condition 
of what can be done in international 
relations," said Dr. Charles G. Fen- 
wick, professor of political science of 
Bryn Mawr College, in his lecture at 
the Women's Community Club of Nar- 
berth on Tuesday afternoon.

Buyers Resume De- 
mand 



FINANCE PLAN APRIL 1ST 



An upturn in the heavy-duty truck 
industry was disclosed at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the 
Autocar Company in Ardmore last 
Friday when the verbal report of Rob- 
ert P. Page, Jr., president, indicated 
that the company was "in the black" 
for the final quarter of 1935 and that 
so far in 1936 sales were running 100 
per cent of the corresponding months 
of last year. Mr. Page stated that 
the upturn was not due to a few large 
orders, but that orders were coming 
principally from smaller concerns that 
had been out of the market for sev- 
eral years.

Neglect of Residences 
Injures Neighborhood 

Builder Points Out Need for 

Renovation of Old 

Homes 



A serious difficulty will confront 
many home owners in suburban loca- 
tions now that residential construc- 
tion show evidences of material prog- 
ress, points out Joseph R. Culhanc, 
manager of sales and construction 
for J. Howard Mecke, Jr., builder of 
American homes.

This is not only 
detrimental to the owners," says Mr. 
Culhane, "but is extremely detrimen- 
tal to the immediate neighborhood." 

"Not only is the equipment of the 
older dwellings outmoded, but many 
have been allowed to deteriorate 
through want of paint and minor re- 
pairs, roofing has been improperly 
patched, and tlie grounds have not 
received proper care.

Urge Property Owners 

Give Trees Inspection 

J. C. Kenealy, acting tree warden 
of the Shade Tree Commission of 
Lower Merion Township, in a com- 
munication just issued, urges on prop- 
erty owners careful attention to tree 
sanitation during the next few week3. 

Mr. Kenealy writes: 

Effect of Storms 

As the severe winter storms seem 
to be over, the importance of the dam- 
age to shade tree appears to lessen. 
When the broken branches are picked 
up and hauled away, many people will 
think the storms' effect on shade trees 
is at an end. However, the damage 
has only started to affect the trees 
that have suffered by having their 
branches twisted and broken. The 
most obvious and probably the pri- 
mary consideration is the removal of 
all broken branches and stubs and the 
treatment of wounds with a good 
pruning dressing. It may be desirable 
to cable certain limbs that have been 
strained, but care must be taken not 
to permit unnecessary and expensive 
cabling. All scars and exposed areas 
should be carefully traced and treated 
to keep out fungus diseases. 

Dutch Elm Disease 

The Dutch Elm Disease has been 
playing havoc in our neighboring 
States with the American Elm, Queen 
of the American Tree. If we are to 
keep this disease out of Pennsylvania, 
it is absolutely necessary that, we 
maintain to a high degree the vitality 
of our Elms. 

It will be necessary to keep them 
thoroughly pruned; that is, the re- 
moval of all dead and dying wood 
and its destruction by burning. In 
the case of dead trees they should be 
removed at once, otherwise there may 
be a large local bark beetle popula- 
tion to carry the disease. The infec- 
tion of one tree will result in the dis- 
ease being spread with great rapidity. 

All elms should be pruned, fertilized 
and sprayed, and carefully watched 
for any signs of disease. Many twigs 
may be found that look suspicious. 
These should be sent to the Shade 
Tree Commission for examination. 

Spring Dormant Spraying 

This is an application of spray ma- 
terial made while the plant is in a 
dormant, or not active growing con- 
dition, such as the period between the 
dropping of the leaves in the fall and 
the start of the new growth in the 
spring. Theoretically, dormant spray 
may be applied at any time during 
this period but in practice it has been 
found that in the early spring the 
tree is less liable to injury, and in- 
sects beginning to stir from their win- 
ter rest, are slightly more susceptible. 

Dormant sprays are contact poisons 
in concentrated form, used to kill the 
overwintering eggs and insects hidden 
in cracks and bark crevices on the 
under side of twigs and around leaf 
scars and buds. They are directed 
against scales of all types, overwin- 
tering eggs of red mite and ' some 
aphids, such as the wooly and beech 
aphid. 

The most commonly used material 
for dormant sprays is called miscible 
oil. Miscible oils are usually mineral 
and vegetable oil compounds, manu- 
factured and sold under various trade 
names and used at dilutions ranging 
from 1 part oil to 15 to 25 parts wa- 
ter; but the manufacturer's directions 
should be followed exactly. 

Deciduous trees should be sprayed 
with oils before the bud breaks in the 
spring; evergreens somewhat later, 
before the new growth starts, but with 
a weaker solution. To avoid injury in 
using oil sprays, spray only on bright 
days when the temperature is above 
40 degrees F. and not likely to fall 
below it for some time. Oil sprays 
should not be used on any plants 
where the stems or leaves form a cup 
or cavity from which the oil will not 
drain. They should not be used on 
Sugar Maples and Walnuts and Mag- 
nolias and several evergreens. 

Remove Dead Wood 

Before spraying it is well to re- 
move all dead wood from the trees or 
shrubs, as dead wood harbors many 
insects and their removal will lessen 
the number of insects to control by 
spray. 

Only experienced men should be 
permitted to perform tree work. Ig- 
norance in tree work is more harmful 
than complete negligence. 

It is interesting to note for future 
planting which trees are more able to 
withstand the elements. Quick grow- 
ing and naturally brittle trees are the 
first to suffer. It has long since been 
realized that Silver Maples, Poplars 
and Willows are undesirable shade 
trees. It is hoped that wherever they 
have been mutilated by the storms, 
they will be removed completely and 
replaced by a sturdy tree rather than 
merely topped. Indiscriminate top- 
ping is most unsightly and should be 
discouraged. It only delays the time 
when a .more desirable tree may be 
planted. 
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Lawn Making Advice 

Contrary to general belief, almost 
anyone can have a beautiful, velvety , 
green lawn. To be sure, certain fun- 
damental principles must be follow- 1 
ed, but they are few and very simple 
to grasp. If your lawn making ef- 
forts have not been crowned with 
success, try again this spring. If 
you follow the suggestions below ■ 
carefully you will always have the 
kind of lawn you've always wanted: 

SOIL: A sandy loam is ideal for 
a lawn but not a necessity. It is 
well, however, to approximate this j 
type of soil, which can be done by 
working in a little sand with soils 
which consist principally of clay, or 
working in a little clay with soils: 
that are very sandy. [ 

PREPARATION OF SEED BED: 
Spade the area which is to be made 
into a lawn to the depth of six inch- 
es, provided this is not deeper than 
the top soil covering the area. Af- 
ter spading work the soil with hoe 
and rake until it is finely pulverized. I 

APPLYING PLANT FOOD: Ap- 
ply four pounds of complete plant 
food per one hundred square feet 
evenly over the area and work it 
lightly into the top couple of inches 
of soil. This is important for few 
soils contain, in an available form, 
the many food elements grass plants 
need for healthy growth. 

SEED: As in most things, cheap 
.seed is false economy. Buy good 
seed suitable for your location. Con- 
sult your local seedsman. Remem- 
ber that shady areas in your lawn 
must be seeded with shade-tolerant 
grasses. 



SEEDING: Apply the seed even- 
ly. If you seed by hand, apply half 
of the seed lengthwise and the other 
half crosswise. After seeding, roll 
the area or tamp it with a wide 
board to assure good contact of the 
seed with the soil. 

WATERING: Immediately after 
rolling, water the lawn thoroughly, 
using a very fine spray. Water daily 
thereafter until the seeds germinate. 
After the seeds germinate, water 
thoroughly once or twice weekly, as 
needed. 

CLIPPING: Do not let the new 
lawn grow higher than three inches. 
Never cut it shorter than one and 
one-half inches. Remove the clip- 
pings from the lawn. 

It is best to make your lawn as 
early in spring as possible, for then 
the grass has an opportunity to be- 
come established before the hot, try- 
ing months of summer.
